The smallpox condition here re­ 
mains about the 
same, 
with little 
cause for general alarm. 
This may 
begin to sound like an old story, but 
it is only repeated because so many 
people persist in spreading reports 
that are without the slightest excuse 
or a foundation. 
Four new cases were reported to­ 
day. 
They were found in the Hodges 
family in West Second street, next 
«/ 
* 
door to the first family that was 
found suffering with the disease in 
that part of the city. 
The Hodges 
are colored people, and their home 
has been under quarantine for sev­ 
eral days. 
Thus it will be seen that 
the health 
authorities 
are 
doing 
everything in their power to suppress 
and check the spread of the smallpox 
as long as they can anticipate the 
breaking out of the disease among 
those exposed and have them placed 
under quarantine several days be­ 
fore, it will not 
be long 
until the 
whole thing is stamped out. 
In all there are twenty-one cases 
now. twenty of them being among the 
colored people. 
All but a few have 
been removed to the smallpox hos­ 
pital, near the Catholic cemetery, and 
all will be confined there by tomorrow 
noon. 
The hospital is a pretentious 
building to be erected on such short 
notice and will 110 doubt prove ade­ 
quate in every particular. 
The two nurses from Indianapolis 
are in charge of the patients, work­ 
ing under the direction of Dr. W. H. 
Smith, and two of the colored women 
who were exposed will have charge 
of the kitchen work. 
Ben Davis, the only white person j 
that contracted the disease, has been | 
removed to the hospital and is in a 
separate wing from the colored folks. 
None of the patients are seriously 
ill and all are doing nicely under the 
careful treatment of the experts in 
charge. 
Business is being conducted along 
the same lines as heretofore, except 
the theaters and other places con­ 
ducted for the amusement of the 
public. 
The health authorities deem­ 
ed it advisable to have them closed 
purely as a matter 
of 
precaution. 
All the business houses are fumigat­ 
ed every night just before the closing 
hour. 
Several local physicians are 
o f the opinion today that all exposed 
at the beginning, and who contract­ 
ed the dread disease, have shown it 
by manifestation of fever or break­ 
ing out, and that it will be several 
days now before they1 can determine 
if others became infected from sub­ 
sequent exposures. 
On order of the board of health, all 
the colored folks in this city have 
been vaccinated and the whites are 
going in droves and family parties to 
have the same done to them, as a 
matter of precaution.

Indianapolis, Dec. 28 .—Indiana will 
this week do honor to her brav e sons 
who fell while fighting in the Union 
line in the memorable struggle for 
possession of one of the 
Co nfedera te 
strongholds in the Southland during 
the great civ il war, still fresh in the 
memories of the older Hoosier genera- 


tions. 
After sev eral years of agitation on 
the part of state officials and v eterans 
of the Grand Army cf the Republic, 
the state has completed and tomorrow 
will dedicate, a num ber of monuments 
erected in commemoration of the In­ 
diana soldiers who fell before Vicks­ 
burg. 
In erecting these granite slabs to 
the memoi^' of her v aliant sons, Indi­ 
ana falls in line with other states of 
the 
Union 
which 
hav e 
contributed 
much toward beautifying the National 
Military park at Vicksburg, into which 
the gov ernment has transform ed the 
battlefield.* 
Last night a special train carrying 
scores of Indiana 
people, including 
many state officials and leading G. A 
R. v eterans, left the union station for 
Vicksburg, where tomorrow afternoon 
the Vicksburg monument commission, 
which has had charge of the erection 
of the Indiana monuments on the bat­ 
tlefield, will formally present the mon­ 
um ents to the state. 
Gov ernor Hanly will accept them on 
behalf of the state, and will then turn 
them ov er to the United States gov ­ 
ernment, of which they will become 
the property. 
Gov ernor Hanly was ac­ 
companied by members of his staff, in­ 
cluding Brigadier General Oran Perry, 
adjutant general of Indiana, and oth­ 
ers 
Ex-Gov ernor Winfield T. Durbin 
and the members of the two Vicksburg 
monument commissions were among 
the party, together with the judges of 
the suprem e and appellate courts of 
Indiana 
and 
v arious 
state 
officials. 
Many of the men were accompanied 


by their wiv es. 
The exercises will be held on a knoll 
at the point where the charge of May 
22, 18 63. in which the Eighth, Eigh­ 
teenth, Sixtieth, Sixty-sev enth, Eighty- 
third and Ninety-third Indiana regi­ 
m ents of infantry participated, was 
made. 
The spot is located one and a 
half miles northeast of Vicksburg. No 
parade will be held in connection with 
the exercises, but Vicksburg is pre­ 
paring to giv e the Indianians a royal 
welcome. 
The school children 'of Vicksburg 
will attend the exercises in a body and 
sing a num ber of patriotic airs. 
Hen­ 
ry C. Adams, chairman of the Vicks­ 
burg m onument commission, will pre­ 
side and will present the monuments 
to Indiana. 
Gov ernor Hanly’s address 
will be the principal feature of the ex­ 
ercises. 
The mov ement looking to the erec 
tion of the Indiana m onuments on the 
Vicksburg battlefield was inaugurated 
by Winfield T. Durbin during his ad 
m inistration as gov ernor. 
The sugges­ 
tion came from v eterans of the G. A. 
R., and Gov ernor Durbin suggested an 
appropriation for the erection of the 
monuments in his message to the leg­ 
islature in 19 03. A bill was passed au­ 
thorizing the gov ernor to appoint a 
commission consisting of v eterans who 
participated in the siege of Vicksburg 
to v isit the battlefield and select the 
sites for the proposed monuments. On 
this commission Gov ernor Durbin ap­ 
pointed Henry C. Adams of Indianap­ 
olis, A. B. Crampton of Delphi, M. M. 
Lacey of Fountain City, Philip Lester 
of Little York, E. L. Seamons of W a­ 
bash and T. M. Hardy of Pendleton. 
Mr. Lester is now deceased. 
Eighty-two cf the ninety-two coun­ 
ties in Indiana were represented in the 
siege of Vicksburg.

Mont., recently from Omaha, w herr1 
he disposed of nearly 400 head of cat 
tie for record break ing prices anc 
brought with him L. T. Rank in of 
Springfield, 111., who will have charge! 
of the hog ranch in the Musselnliell 
While In Omaha they purchased * 
hundred brood sows for the ranch, 
and the doctor expects to go to Oma­ 
ha In the near future and purchase; 
4(0 more brood sows, it being the aim 
of the doctor and his associates to 
raise and fatten in the neighborhood 
of 5,000 hogs each year. 
The swine are to be fed on “alfalfa 
tea.’* as the doctor calls it. This tea Is 
a brew with which the doctor has 
bee i experimenting. 
It is made by 
grinding alfalfa, barley, winter wheat 
and cereals together and then cook ing 
them. The alfalfa stalk s, the doctor 
says, contain more protein than many 
grains, and by cook ing them this food 
substance will be secured and fed to 
the hogs in the slop. 
He says that 
experiments which have been con­ 
ducted with this alfalfa grain diet 
show’ it to be a wonderful food on 
which to grow and fatten hogs.

“What is tru e of the fou ndation of 
the dam is also tru e of the fou ndation 
of the locks.

The 
silt and soft mu d that had collected 
in the bottom of this channel for the 
past twenty years were not remov ed 
when the constru ction of the toe was 
begu n, and when the weight of the 
rock became great enou gh it displaced 
the soft bottom of the old channel 
and forced it u p 200 feet north of the 
toe into the site of, the dam.

With this idea in v iew’ representa­ 
tiv e bu siness men of the cou ntry hav e 
approv ed of the establishment of the 
consu lar training school, where any 
ambitiou s you ng man may fit himself 
for the important du ties of a consu lar 
office and where he may look forward 
to a career of serv ice withou t fear 
that the next change in political ad 
ministration will cau se his recall. 
In connection with the indorsement 
of the National Bu siness Leagu e of 
America there will also be issu ed two 
pamphlets written by men familiar 
with the needs of a consu lar training, 
says a Washington special dispatch to 
the Chicago Herald. One is from the 
pen of Richard D. Harlan, D. D„ 
LL. D., special representativ e of the 
George Washington u niv ersity mov e­ 
ment, and the other by John Ball Os­ 
borne, chief of the bu reau of trade 
relations, which is reprinted from the 
North American Rev iew with addi­ 
tional notes. 
In Its letter of Indorsement the Na­ 
tional Bu siness leagu e says that the 
extension 
of 
American 
commerce 
abroad and the increase of the na­ 
tion’s influ ence In foreign lands are 
matters w’hich mu st Interest ev ery 
pu blic spirited citizen. 
It points ou t 
that more u niformly trained consu ls 
wou ld secu re this boon and that the 
proposed new law’ and the establish­ 
ment of a special consu lar training 
school wou ld su pplement each other. 
The National Bu siness leagu e’s letter 
reads as follows: 
The leag ue desires mo st impartially to 
co mmend all o f these educatio nal pro j­ 
ects to the g enero us financial suppo rt o f 
the business men o f the co untry . 
Only in 
this way can we dev elo p that class o f 
trained men mentio ned by Secretary Ro o t 
fro m which the state department can 
draw fo r its appo intments to the fo reig n 
serv ice ln o rder that it may maintain the 
hig h standards that hav e at last been 
created fo r the co nsular serv ice. 
But in o rder to co -o perate with the uni­ 
v ersities in their effo rts to pro v ide a spe­ 
cial educatio n fo r the new co nsular serv ­ 
ice career o pened up by the refo rm reg ­ 
ulatio ns the g reat co mmercial o rg aniza­ 
tio ns and influential business men thro ug h­ 
o ut the land must no w stir themselv es to 
united actio n in fav o r o f the immediate 
passag e by co ng ress o f a pro per law, 
which, as Dr. Harlan well puts it, “ will 
g iv e the permanency o f the stutute to the 
reg ulatio ns which no w merely rest upo n 
an ex ecutiv e o rder." 
Dr. Harlan in his pamphlet reprints 
letters of commendation from Secre­ 
tary Elihu Root in answer to a point­ 
ed inqu iry’ from a special grou p of 
New York importers, who ask, “What 
gu arantee wou ld the bu siness inter­ 
ests of the cou ntry hav e that the best 
gradu ates of su ch schools wou ld ac­ 
tu ally get the new appointments in 
the consu lar serv ice?” 
Mr. Root’s re­ 
ply was so eminently satisfactory that 
they hav e since all su bscribed to the 
su stentation fu nd of the u niv ersity. 
Secretary Root declared he wou ld 
raise the standards of admission to 
the consu lar serv ice 100 i>er cent if 
the means were at hand for preparing 
enou gh men to attain those standards. 
Among the new’ plans on foot are 
higher salaries for the u pper ranks of 
consu lates, u pension system to care
